Arafat : Palestinians 
will no longer attack 
from south Lebanon 


BEIRUT, June 2 (Agencies). — Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat today ple- 
dged his guerrillas would no longer attack Israel from south Lebanon, the 
commander of United Nations peace-keeping troops in the area said. Gen. 
Emmanuel Erskine was speaking after a two-hour meeting with Mr. Arafat, 
at which they discussed a recent flare-up in fighting between Israel-backed 
Lebanese rightists and Pales tinian-Ieftist forces. 


MOSCOW, June 2 (R). — Ame- 
rican security men burst in on 
a Russian inside a secret elec- 
tronic listening post after cra- 
wling down a tunnel discover- 
ed under their Moscow Embas- 
sy, informed sources said to- 
day.

Ethiopia: No plans 
for Nile dam “now” 

NAIROBI, June 2 (R). — Ethiopia's ambassador to Kenya today 
denied his country had any immediate plans to build a new 
dam on the Blue Nile but conceded it had plans for further use 
of the river for power generation and irrigation. 

The ambassador, Mengiste Desta, told a press conference 
here that Egyptian President Anwar Sadat was creating a "non- 
existent problem” over the issue to divert the attention of the 
Egyptian people from their economic situation. 

President, Sadat, reacting to reports that Ethiopia was pla- 
nning to build a dam era Lake Tana, one of the Nile sources, 
said two days ago that Egypt would go to war if any power 
tried to deprive it of the Nile waters. 

Asked whether Ethiopia would consult with Egypt and 
Sudan before constructing a dam across the Blue Nile itself, the 
ambassador replied that Ethiopia was never consulted about 
the construction of the Aswan Dam in Egypt “even though we 
expressed a reservation at the time’’ 

The Ethiopian News Agency today quoted the Ethiopian 
foreign ministry as saying that President Sadat's comments 
represented a smokescreen, for a planned massive military in- 
tervention in Ethiopia-

Carter denies 
freeze on SALT 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP). - 
President Jhzuny Carter, pled- 
ging to posh aggressively for a 
new {sms Limitation agreement 
with the Soviet Union, today 
denied a published report that 
he has placed a freeze on the 
arms negotiations. President 
Carter called the report dama- 
ging to the country and to fas 
own credibility. 

The president took the un- 
usual step of summoning rep- 
orters on short notice to his 
Oval Office in the White House 
to deny the report in today’s 
Washington Post. The report, 
quoting authoritative govern- 
ment sources, raid die adminis- 
tration “has effectively frozen 
the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks (SALT) for the time 
being.” 

Quoting unidentified sources 
dose to Carter, the Post story 
said the decision stemmed from 
the Carter administration's as- 
sessment of domestic and inter- 
national political conditions. 


Official reluctance to say 
more about the affair was ap- 
parently due to concern about 
its impact on already strained 
relations between the two co- 
untries. 

One American diplomat told 
a reporter' informally that the 
Russians could easily suspect a 
deliberate American leak desi- 
gned to embarrass them at a 
time when the two countries 
are exchanging constant criti- 
cism over Africa and the arms 
build-up. 

The sources said the tunnel 
led from the bottom of an old 
chimney shaft in the UJS. mis- 
sion's south wing. 

Some of the bugging equip- 
ment, which inducted a dish- 
shaped receiving and transmit- 
ting device, was found inside 
the shaft, they said. So was 
an aerial with wires leading 
from it into the wing’s embas- 
sy staff apartments. 

One informant said the dis- 
covery was made after a rou- 
tine security check of a fifth- 
floor apartment revealed a wi- 
re behind a radiator. 

Security men traced the wire 
and found the tunneL 

A different account came 
from another source who said 
the old chimney shaft was fo- 
und by chance during refurbi- 
shing work. 

The south wing, with the em- 
bassy’s Scientific Section and 
apartments for secretaries and 
other junior staff, is not as se- 
nsitive as other parts of the 
building. 

But U.S. officials were un- 
derstood to be worried that the 
equipment was used to moni- 
tor the central part of the em- 
bassy, where its political and 
military sections axe situated. 


Gen. Erskine told Reuters 
Mr. Arafat had agreed to al- 
low U.N. officers to be based 
at Beaufort Castle, a major gu- 
errilla stronghold outside the 
area controlled by the U.N. fo- 
rce (UNIFTL). 

The Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation chairman had also 
reaffirmed he would stop ar- 
med men from infiltratin g be - 
hind U.N. lines. Thq UNIFTL 
commander said ha welcomed 
tiro assurances as important 
steps towards securing the fi- 
nal withdrawal of Israeli occu- 
pation forces, scheduled for 
June 13. 

' He said, however, he was 
“not very happy” about the si- 
tuation in the south despite pr- 
evious Palestinian pledges of 
cooperation. “We have done a 
lot of talking and now 1 wo- 
uld tike to see results," he said. 

Gen. Erskine said the Pales- 
tinians maintained they had 
the right to return to their 
guerrilla bases after the Isra- 
elis withdrew — but that they 
would no longer use them tor 
cross-border raids. 

"Mr. Arafat told me his for- 
ces will not launch attacks ag- 
ainst Israel from south Leba- 
non," he said. 

Asked about tiro guerrillas’ 
intention to re-occupy their ba- 
ses, Gen. Erskine said his tro- 
ops would respect any agreem- 
ent between the Palestinians 
and the Lebanese government 
which was acceptable to U.N. 
headquarters. 

According to official sources 
in Beirut today, Syria and Le- 
banon have tentatively agreed 
to set up a joint buffer zone 
between Palestinian guerrillas 
and U.N. forces in the south. 

The sources said the formula 
was worked out in two days 
of talks between Presidents 
Elias Sarkis of Lebanon and 
Hafez Assad of Syria that en- 
ded in tife Syrian port city of 
Lataltia yesterday. 


Syrian Foreign Minister Ab- 
dul Halim Khaddaro flew by 
helicopter to Damascus after 
the s ummi t talks for a lengthy 
conference with Mr. Arafat to 
ensure advance guerrilla appro- 
val of the plan, the sources 
added. 

In a separate development, 
Lebanese regular troops man- 
ned positions in the north of 
the country today in the first 
major deployment of such units 
since the end of the Lebanese 
civil war in November, 1976. 

The move followed dashes 
on Wednesday between rival 
rightist mnttianwn in the area. 

Troops backed by armoured 
personnel carriers were in pla- 


ce this morning along the co- 
astal highway between Beirut 
and the northern port of Tri- 
poli. 

According to Interior Minis- 
ter Salah Salman, two suppor- 
ters of the rightwing Phalangist 
Party and two gunmen loyal 
to rightist former President Su- 
leiman Frangieh were killed in 
a dash at Shekka, 70 kms. 
north of Beirut. 

Dr. Salman was quoted as 
saying today that the deploy- 
ment was aimed at helping the 
Arab League peace force, now 
polidng the civil war truce, to 
prevent further dashes between 
rival rightwingers In the nor- 
th. 


Possibility of U.S.-lsraeli 
military pact? 


TEL AVIV, Jane 21 (R). — An Israeli newspaper said today the 
United States was studying the possibility of entering info a. 
nriHtary pact with Israel. 

The afternoon newspaper Yediot Aharonot, in a report from 
its Washington corresporatem, said President Carter tad order- 
ed the National Security Council, which advises him pn security 
matters, to investigate the impBcatfong of a mOtary agreement 
with Israel. Snb-oomndtteeb were alrea dy drawing up reports 
on tiro political, military and legal aspects of a pact, it said. 

Spokesmen at the Israeli Defence and Foreign Ministries 
said they knew nothing about such a pact, bat added that the 
idea was not new. 

The newsp ap er said it would be used to “convinced brad 
to make additional concessions to tiro Arabs in the search for 
a Middle East peace a greement , partly held np by IsraePs refit- 
sal to give op some of the Arab territories it occupies. 

The newspaper added that if the military part were suc- 
cessfully negotiated, Israel would become a member of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisation (NATO).

Israeli regulations say that 
settlers can occupy only “ow- 
nerless land" or land “control- 
led by the government.” Even 
"ownerless" or "government 
land” is barred if Arab villa- 
gers move in and start rilling 
it 

The 12 Jewish families liv- 
ing in caravan trailers at Sh- 
iloh are under the additional 
legal disadvantage that their 
settlement has not -been offi- 
cially sanctioned by the Isra- 
eli government. 

Wien it was established la- 
st February, government min- 
isters said the camp was an 
"archaeological enterprise”, 
not a permanent settlement 

Despite the subsequent ab- 
sence of any archaelogical ac- 
tivity, the government has re- 
fused to have the Shiloh sett- 
lers turned off the land. 

“I do not know how long 
we can stay here," said one 
Shiloh settler who declined to. 
be named. 

"We cannot build farther up 
the hill because it is an area 


of archeological interest." 

He gestured down the hill 
to where Arab grown wheat 
waved in the wind a few met- 
res beyond the barbed wire 
perimetre. “Now they say we 
cannot take that land because 
the Arabs own it. 

"We can’t buy land beca- 
use no Arab will sell," be ad- 
ded. 

The settler said it seemed 
likely the outpost would ha- 
ve to be transferred to some 
other site in the neighbourh- 
ood - - if one could be found. 

Despite strong United Sta- 
tes and other foreign pressure 
against the settlements, the 
ultra-nationalist Gush Emun- 
im (Faith Bloc) movement is 
urging the Israeli government 
to lift its ban on expropriati- 
on of Arab land. 

“Without more land we will 
suffocate," said Yehuda Etzi- 
on, a settlers’ leader at the 
outpost of Ofra. 

The Gush Emunim Political 
Secretary, Gershon Shafat, de- 
manded measures to encoura-' 
ge the “emigration” of West 
Bank Arabs. 

The movement is motivated 
by a the claim that the West 
Bank is part of the Biblical 
land of Israel to which all Je- 
ws have a “divine right”. 

“Most of us are here for 
religious motives," said 45- 
year-old settler Yehuda Knol- 
ler at Mas-Ha, near the boun- 
dary between Israel and the 
West Bank. “Now we have 40 
families here but we cannot 
expand. See - - the Arabs have 


planted fig trees just down 
the hDl and put up those 12 
houses along the road there. 

‘They have no legal right to 
be there but nobody tries to 
move them. 

“If we try to take the land 
there is an international out- 
cry. It is time the law was ch- 
anged,” be said.

A movement 




worth watching 






The evolution of the role of Saudi Arabia from 
simply a large scale oil producer to a major ally of 
the Western world in its efforts to stem communist 
expansionism has been emphasised yet again this 
week by the visit of King Khaled to France. A joint 
communique issued after the visit said the two 
governments shared "grave preoccupations with 
certain efforts at destabilisation in Africa,” while the 
Saudi foreign minister stated his country’s support 
for an all-African military force. This is a new face 
of Saudi Arabia that the world is seeing, and it 
reflects the growing power of this very cash-rich but 
still underdeveloped country. 

The emergence of states such as Saudi Arabia 
onto the stage of international power politics will 
help the Arabs in general in the long run, because it 
will allow the Arabs to fit their own problems into 
the global struggles that characterise our world. 
The Saudi Arabians are doing this r.ow with regards 
their concern about communist-inspired destabilisa- 
tion around the Red Sea, and there have been hints 
during the past few years that the Arabs in general 
are willing to get themselves tangled in global 
strategic confrontations if in the process they will 
get some positive action in solving their problems 
with the Israelis and other regional issues. 

The interesting combination of Saudi Arabian and 
French power joining forces also heralds the possible 
emergence of third forces in the world to counter. 
American and Soviet power. It is still too* early to- 
identify such forces, though the most obvious one 
would be a Euro-Arab political consensus backed up 
bv military and financial resources. It is the step-by- 
step movement towards such an eventuality that has 
been dramatised a little bit this week in Paris, and 
that is very much worth watching.

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AL DUSTOUR daily Friday accused the U.S. government of 
selfishness in its desire to be the sole arbiter in the Arab-Israeli 
conflict by diminishing the role of its NATO allies in the prrb’em 
and seeing to it that Israel’s wishes are tended to. 

The newspaper was referring to the clause in the final com- 
munique of the NATO summit in Washington on the Middle East 
crisis which was “couched In general terms although the NATO 
countries wished to express themselves in stronger terms calling 
on Israel to withdraw from the West Bank and Gaza Strip and 
recognise the rights of the people of Palestine” 

A1 Dustour notes that Israel had appealed to the U.S. to pre- 
vent the issue of a NATO communique that would contain clear- 
cut and definite demands from Israel. Washington responded when 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance telephoned the Israeli am- 
bassador Simcha Dinitz, before the statement was issued, assuring 
him that Israel’s wishes would be taken into consideration. 

Thus, the newspaper adds, the U.S. has aborted a singular 
opportunity that should have been seized by including in the 
NATO communique a strongly-worded clause calling on Israel to 
pull out and recognise the Palestinians’ rights. Had NATO adopted 
such a stand it would have contributed enormously to the efforts 
aimed at breaking the deadlock created by Israel over the issue 
of peace in the Middle East. 

It is clear, the newspaper states, that the U.S. wanted to 
make the Arab World understand, through the NATO summit, 
that the European role which the Arabs sought to encourage “was 
a mirage, and that Europe can do nothing without America's con- 
sent and blessing.”

Issam Ajlouni speaks out: 

Jordan needs a ministry for women

AMMAN, June 2. — There may 
be a special ministry of wo- 
men’s affairs in Jordan by 
1981, Minister of Labour Issam 
Ajlouni told the Jordan Times 
last night. 

The minister said that be be- 
lieved it will not be enough 
just to appoint a woman to 
the Cabinet --as has happen 
ed in other Arab countries -- 
to head a ministry like culture, 
or health. Women, he win 
need their own ministry as they 
become an increasingly impor- 
tant part of development in the 
future. He said he believed that 
this idea already has some su- 
pport within the Cabinet. 

Asked about the current Re- 
gional Conference for Arab 
Women, Mr. Ajlouni said that 
the very fact that the problems 
of women within the region 
are being discussed at all is 
significant, and especially so 
since the conference is being 
attended by official governmen- 
tal delegates. 

At the same time, he point- 
ed our that Jordan has already 
done a fair amount for women. 
He said that in the field of 
labour law, there is no discri- 
mination between the sexes. In 
the public sector women are 
treated in exactly the same way 
as men. 

In the private sector, how- 
ever, be hinted that women 
might be paid less because it 
is more difficult to classify Jo- 
bs, and so ensure that women 
are not discriminated against. 

The other importance of the 
conference, he suggested, is in 
giving the women's cause a 
boost in the “political game” 
within Jordan. 

Before a new ministry can 
be established, Mr. Ajlouni 
said, the Department of Wo- 
men's Affairs (which is part of 
the Ministry of Labour) will 
have to be greatly strengthened. 
But he added that educated, 
intellectual women in Jordan 
had only very recently begun 
to take an interest in women's 
affairs. “Now they want every- 
thing in one da/’. 

“But it takes time”, the mi- 
nister said, “to establish a de- 
partment in this country”. 

He went on to sketch out' 


the strategy that should be pu- 
rsued in order to promote wo- 
men's integration in develop- 
ment in Jordan. The most im- 
portant thing, he suggested, is 
to get as much as possible do- 
ne by non-go vefmmental bo- 
dies. The department should 
now be encouraging voluntary 
societies specifically to promo- 
te women’s affairs, rather than 
just deal with charities. 



The department would then 
have the role of acting as an 
“umbrella" over these societies, 
registering them, occasionally 
helping with funds, coordinat- 
ing them and assisting in their 
dealings with the government. 
The primary function of the 
deportment, he said, should not 
be to initiate projects of its 
own. 

Mrs. Bouloe: If* up 
to the women 

If women in Jordan do not 
have all the opportunities that 
they could wish for, they have 
no one to blame really but the- 
mselves. This is the view held 
by one of Jordan's most high- 
ly-placed women, Mrs. Wadad 
Bouios, former Principal of the 
Ahliya School and now one of 
the three women members of 
the National Consultative Cou- 
ncil. 

She told the Jordan Times 
that “women here are getting 
everything the easy way”. They 
did not have to chain themsel- 
ves to railings to get the vote, 
for instance: And their educa- 
tional opportunities leave little 
to/ be complained about. The 
main problem, she suggested, 
is that there is a general lade 
of civic spirit in the country. 
People are, on the whole, too 


quick to blame somebody else 
and not ready enough to go 
out and find where they can 
make their own contribution, 
she said. 

Talking about her experien- 
ces on the National Consulta- 
tive Council. Mis. Bouios said 
that she found relations with 
her male colleagues easy and 
relaxed. The men "still treat us 
as if we are not equal... they 
give us more comforts" she 
said. 

Although there is a kind of 
double standard, in that women 
are still not not taken as se- 
riously as men, Mrs. Bouios 
said that there was absolutely 
no discrimination wo- 

men In the debating procedu- 
res of the council. 

The position of women in 
this country generally has ad- 
vanced as much in the past 
couple of years as it had per- 
haps over the half century be- 
fore that Mrs. Bouios said. 
She put this down to the poli- 
tical leadership of the country 
and also to the economic situa- 
tion. Inflation, she said, was 
an important factor in persuad- 
ing women to get jobs outside 
the home. She feeds also that 
women will begin, to look for 
work outside the traditional 
field of teaching -- “the only 
job open to me when I was 
that age” - - as the pay for 
things like nursing becomes re- 
latively more attractive. 

This trend towards a more 
active rofe for women outside 
the home was certain to conti- 
nue into the future. Mrs. Bou- 


ios said. If only because of the 
impetus of education for wom- 
en. 

“I cannot complain about the 
position of education in the co- 
untry” Mrs. Bouios said. 

It was true, she added, that 
thereare few openings for wo- 
men in technical education, but 
there are also very few for 
men. The problem, essentially, 
is one of funds rather than dis- 
crimination. The technical col- 
leges that have been started so 
far specialise In the sort of sub- 
jects -- like mechanics --In 
which women are unlikely to 
be interested, she continued. 
Now however there are proje- 
cts for colleges specialising in 
subjects more suitable for wo- 
men. 

All the same, Mrs. Bouios 
was not trying to argue that 
women here are in a posiiton 
of complete equality. Social at- 
titudes are star ofen discrimi- 
natory, she implied. T.V. and 
radio may help in altering the- 
se attitudes Mrs. Bouios said, 
but she laid most emphasis on 
the role of education at school 
and in the home . 

The problem of rural women 
she added was also "most im- 
portant”. But that could only 
really be tackled if well edu- 
cated women from the cities 
are prepared to go out and help 
them. But then that again, she 
said, is a matter of public spi- 
rit 

“When women in Jordan de- 
serve it (recognition and equal 
treatment)”, Mr. Bouios said 
“then they will get it”.

Jordan to house regional info, centre on women?

AMMAN June 2, - A first step 
towards the establishment of a reg- 
ional information network on women 
was taken yesterday as part erf the Reg- 
ional Conference for Arab Women . 

A sub-committee of about 25 dele- 
gates met in an upstairs room at the 
Chambers of Q 1 """” 1 * building. 
Second Circle, to tackle the subject 

The sob-committee, winch has no 
official capacity so far, was formed fol- 
lowing a suggestion to the conference 
an Wednesday by Ms. Linda Layne, an 
American lady who has been working 
for die past few months with the 
Department of National Libraries 
Documentation and Archives 
(DNLDA) in compiling a bibliography 
of all books on women available in 
Jordan. 

It was the National Exhibition of 
Books and Documents on Women, 
being staged concurrently with the 


conference, that spurred the idea for a 
regional information network on 
women. A list of draft resolutions on 
the subject was prepared almost over- 
night to be ready for yesterday’s meet- 
ing. 

The sub-committee, chaired fay Dr. 
Ahmad Shark as, the Director General 
of DNLDA met to debate the draft 
resolutions call for: 

The exchange of information 

and publications which concern the 
development of women as they 
become available. 

The identification of all lib- 
raries and information centres which 
can contribute information to 
women's development and a directory 
of these centres in cooperation with 
the national libraries and information 
centres. 

The cotnpilatiofi of list of the 

trained information specialists who are 
responsible for the development and 
co-ordination of documentation on 


woman affairs in the member states of 
ECWA (Economic Commission for 
Western Asia). 

The appointment of such 

specialists as a matter of urgency if 
they do not already exist. 

The compilation of a national 

list of books, reports and documents 
about women. 

A regional conference to be 

called to digram the *wd»any of the 
bibliographic information concerning 
the development of women. 

Sub-committee member Ms. Layne 
suggested that the regional documen- 
tation centre should be in Amm a n . His 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan had 
expressed support for this during the 
morning session. 

After much debate ou the 
technicalities of establishing a regional 
documentation centre -one valuable 
suggestion came from Dr. Souad 
Barnouti of the Iraqi delegation that a 
universal indexing system must be 
agreed upon and adopted by the 


already existing national documen- 
tation centres on women so that inter- 
library lending and cooperation with a 
regional centre can be as efficient as 
passible. 

Due to pressures of time the meet- 
ing was unable to be much more, but it 
dosed with an agreement to rewrite 
the draft which will then be submitted 
to the secretariat of the conference Jt 

will be presented to the conference 
and there a final decision win be 
readied on whether to set up a reg- 
ional documentation centre, and poss- 
ibly on the site for such a centre. 


Rights of Palestinian women 
receive special attention 


AMMAN. June 2 — The pl- 
an of action being discus- 
sed at the Regional Confe- 
rence for Arab Women ta- 
king place this week at the 
Chambers of Commerce bu- 
ilding, Second Circle, devo- 
tes a special section to Pa- 
lestinian women in view of 
the special circumstances 
of the Palestinian people 
inside and outside the occ- 
upied territory. 

In this regard the plan 
suggested supporting Arab 
universities, '-colleges and 
institutes in the occupied 
territories and enlarging 
them to accommodate mo- 
re male and female stude- 
nts from the occupied land. 

In addition, the plan pr- 
oposes increasing the num- 
ber of seats set aside for 
Palestinian students of both 
sexes in Arab universities, 
particularly In the faculties 
of science which are not 
available in the occupied 
areas, launching education- 
al radio programmes which 
would be beamed to stud- 
ents in tihe occupied territ- 
ories), and developing and 
expanding the number of 


professional training centr- 
es in the occupied territor- 
ies. 

Also recommended was 
material support for kind- 
ergartens and nursery sch- 
ools in refugee camps and 
urging Arab governments 
to raise a permanent fond 
for backing activities of the 
General Federation of Pal- 
estinian Women. 

The plan further sugges- 
ts using the mass media 
to launch programmes th- 
at emphasise equality, bet- 
ween men and women and 
promote the elimination of 
discrimination based on sex, 
using programmes that de- 
monstrate the changing ro- 
les of both sexes in the co- 
ntemporary Arab society 
and by showing the roles 
womm play In various politi- 
cal ana economic activiti- 
es in medicine, engineering 
and scientific research as 
well as in the farm and 
the factory. 

The plan of action also 
urges including women in 
committees that supervise 
mass media, movie and te- 
levision programmes. 


Judging by the enormous scope 
already available in Jordan on the sub- 
ject of yvomen, as seen at the book 
exhibition accompanying the con- 
ference, it is not too optimistic to say 
that this, coupled with Jordan’s geog- 
raphic location, could give it a very 
good bid in the running to house the 

proposed regfonaJ documentation centre.

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Sprawling Dummar will add an exciting new dimension to 
the world’s oldest continually inhabited city: Damascus

DAMASCUS, Juno 2 — A sp- 
rawling complex of high-rise 
buildings and split-level terr- 
aced flats of reinforced con- 
crete heated by solar ener- 
gy is rising here on the out- 
skirts of the worid’s oldest 
continually inhabited city. 

The suburb is Dummar, coin- 
ed the 21st Century City of 
Damascus. 

Dummar deserves whatever 
accolades are bestowed upon

Environmentalists and city 
planners the world over are 
casting approving eyes on the 
construction of this city th- 
at will house a population 
of 40,000 by mid- 1979. 

Located seven kilometers 
outside Damascus on the Be- 
irut road, Dummar is rising out 
of the desert. 

Explains one engineer : 

'The master plan for Dam- 
ascus stipulates development 
must take place on land that 
is not useful for agricultural 
or any other purposes. 

"We had to start from sc- 
ratch - - on soil th&t was ba- 
rren. Dummar is being constru- 
cted outside the ‘green belt* 
of Damascus. It will have its 
own farmlands irrigated by 
underground springs diverted 
from the Lebanon mountains 
and a reservoir of winter wa- 
ters from the Bara da River” 

Due to its desert-mounta- 
inous topography, Dummar first 
had to he terraced; 40,000 sa- 
plings have since been plan- 
ted in anticipation of the ur-

Actual construction began 
in October 1976 with the bu- 
ilding of factories to supply 
all materials for the city. 

"Everything connected with 
Dummar is Syrian said Said 
Koutrieh, an official spokesm- 
an for the project. 

"We have Syrian factories 
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New methods of utilising steel rods and metal frames In reinforced 
concrete structures are used for the first tfme ever in the Middle 
East at Dummar. A p p r ox i mately 85 per cent of construction time 
is dispensed with by foregoing the traditional slab-beam -cotumn 
construction in lieu of metal frames with interior steel rods that 
distribute the weight load. 


producing Syrian materials us- 
ed for buildings and roa'ds de- 
signed by Syrian architects 
and engineers and construc- 
ted by Syrian labourers.” 

On the outermost fringes of 
Dummar are factories dally sup- 
plying the city with 1,500 sq. 
m. of tile; 2,500 m. of steel 
rods and girders; 12,000 cem- 
ent blocks; plastic tubes, co- 
vers for windows and sandwi- 
ch panels; plus an al uminum 
factory. 

“We’ve initiated a pilot pr- 
ogramme that we hope to ex- 
pand throughout Syria,” exp- 
lained general director Sa’a- 
dullah Jabry. “We hope the 
factories of Dummar will be du- 
plicated in all parts of Syria.” 

What about the financing 
of Dummar? 

"Fifty per cent of the mo- 
ney for die construction of the 
city comes out of the pockets 
of 5,200 members of 16 unions 
(syndicates) representing tea- 
chers, government workers, ar-. 
tiscs, pharmacists, .agricultural, 
wo risers, doctors, technicians, 
lawyers, civil engineers and 
journalists to name a few,” 
said Mr. Koutrieh. 

“Individual members pay an 
average of 500 Syrian lira 
($125) a month. Each union 
has a housing representative 
belonging to the executive co- 
mmittee of Dummatr." 

The only persons who can 
qualify to live in Dummar are 
those who do not already own 
a dwelling apartment. 

Overall plan of the city ca- 
lls for 14 islands each having 
a nursery, primary and seco- 
ndary schools, a market, cli- 
nic, and parking facilities for 
500 units. 

A central island will house 
a commercial centre boasting 
a 250-room hotel, cinema, out- 
door theatre, post office, ad- 
ministration building, mosque, 
cultural centre, medical cent- 
re, and restaurant with home 
delivery service. 

Population density is esti- 
mated at 200 persons per hec- 
tare. 

Actual living quarters will 


be 204 four-storey apartment 
buildings comprising 2,300 liv- 
ing units; 91 terraced flats ea- 
ch overlooking a garden ver- 
anda; and 41 12-storey high- 
rise apartments housing 2,000 
units. 

Recreational outlets call for 
two casinos -- one for profe- 
ssionals, another for the gene- 
ral public -- and a sports oe- 
tre with an Olympic size swi- 
mming pool and a covered 
pool supplied by sulphur sp- 
rings; a 12,000 sq, m. soccer 
Held; and basketball and ha- 
ndball courts.

Prosecution, defence 
sum up case of Greek 
Cypriot journalist 

TEL AVIV. June 2, (R). — The prosecution and defence yes- 
terday summed up their cases in the trial here of a Greek Cyp- 
riot journalist and his Israeli colleague, charged with, obtaining 
intelligence material on behalf of a Palestine guerrilla orga- 
nisation. 

The court will announce its verdict at a later date, yet to be 
announced. 

Paskalis Paniotis, 28, of Nicosia, who writes for East Germ- 
an newspapers, was arrested in a Tel Aviv hotel room in Jan- 
uary this year. 

He is on trial together with Hans Lebrecbt, 63, an Israei] jour- 
nalist and member of the Central Committee of the Israeli Co- 
mmunist Party, charged with aiding Paniotis. 

In summing up his case, the prosecutor said Paniotis had us- 
ed 26 spools of film to photograph objects which could serve the 
guerrilla organisation in planning attacks against Israel. One 
set of 21 pictures was a panoramic view of the seashore near 
Tel Aviv. 

The pictures were of public buildings, cinemas, streets mar- 
kets, and not of people. 

The defence council argued that the pictures presented no 
threat to Israel and identical photographs appeared in official 
Israel Tourist Ministry publications distributed abroad. 

U.S. will 
than 60% 
according 

WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP) 

— A British economist said 
yesterday it appears inevitable 
that the United States will 
have to import more than 60 
per cent of its oil by 1985, a 
development that would incre- 
ase inflation at home and we- 
aken. the dollar abroad. 

Michael Spicer, Managing 
Director of Ea) Domic Models 
Ltd., and a member of the 
British Parliament, said his la- 
test computer studies predict 
the United States will produce 
less and consume more oil in 
1985 than Energy Department 
forecasts. 

Mr. Spicer said even pas- 
sage of President Carter’s en- 
ergy package would not head 
off higher oil imports and the 
accompanying shift of dollars 
to oil exporting countries. 


USSR makes 
known new 
tax laws 

MOSCOW, June 2 (R). — 
New Soviet tax laws affect- 
ing_ foreign organisations and 
individuals became known 
yesterday. 

They were passed on May 
12 by the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet or parlia- 
ment In private deliberations 
given no advance publicity 
and published In the latest 
edition of the Soviet's offi- 
cial bulletin. 

_ Western economic specia- 
lists who studied the new 
legislation said it appears to 
provide for a flat tax of 40 
per cent on the income de- 
rived in the Soviet Union 
of locally based offices of 
foreign commercial and news 
organisations.

He estimated that the cost 
of foreign oil would increase 
-- not counting inflation -- 
from about $13.34 per barrel 
in 1977 to about $17.32 per 
barrel by 1985, while U.S. 
imports would climb from just 
over 3 billion barrels a year 
to more than 4.9 billion bar- 
rens. 

The result, he predicts, will 
be a more than doubling of 
United States payments for 
foreign oil to nearly $85 bil- 
lion a year by 1965 and the 
shrinking of the dollar's value 
by about 16 per cent 

Mr. Spicer had earlier pub- 
lished forecasts pointing to 
economic problems for the 
United States in the early 
1980’s. He said yesterday oil 
prices would be one reason for 


those troubles, but added that 
international trade relations al- 
so would hurt the United Sta- 
tes. 

His forecasts claim the U.S. 
economy would grow about 
4.4 per cent in 1976, 3 per cent 
in 1979, 5.5 per cent in 19S0, 
but then slide into a recession 
with only 2 per cent growth 
by 1982. 

Mr. Spicer also expressed 
doubt that U.S. coal produc- 
tion could come any where 
near U-S. targets. The Carter 
administration is aiming for 
coal production of some 1.1 
billion tons a year by 1985, 
nearly double current rates, 
but Mr. Spicer forecast coal 
production reaching only ab- 
out 781 million tons by 1985.

Declarer seldom has to 
plan a hand in the dark. 
Usually, there are inferences 
that can be drawn from the 
bidding or the' play to the 
first few tricks that can 
guide him. 

North-South conducted a 
reasonably logical auction to 
get to six diamonds. When 
South discovered that two 
kings were missing, he de- 
cided that the suit contract 
might be somewhat safer 
than no trump. 

West chose to lead the un- 
bid suit (South’s spade bid 
was control-showing, not 
natural), and that immedi- 


ately removed one of de- 
clarer's options— he could 
no longer plan to establish 
the club suit. Therefore, de- 
clarer had to bring in four 
heart tricks if he wanted to 
make his contract, for he 
needed Lo discard one black 
card from his hand. The 
trouble was that he had a 
two-way finesse in hearts — 
he could play either defender 
for the queen. 

Since there was no point 
in holding up, declarer won 
the ace of spades and led a 
trump to the ace. Declarer 
'had no clue about the loca- 
tion of the heart queen, but 
when East showed out on the 
first round of trumps, the 
position had clarified some- 
what. 

Now that West was mark- 
ed with length in diamonds. 
East rated to be longer in 
hearts. If East indeed had 
more hearts than West, then 
the chances of his holding 
the queen of hearts were 
proportionally greater. 

The rest of the hand was 
simple. At trick three, de- 
clarer finessed the ten of 
hearts. When that held, he 
crossed back to dummy with 
the ten of trumps to finesse 
the jack of hearts. Declarer 
drew three more rounds of 
trumps to exhaust West's 
holding, then unblocked the 
ace of hearts. 

. The ace of .dubs was still 
in dummy as an entry. De- 
clarer crossed to it, dis- 
carded a loser on the king 
of hearts and cheerfully con- 
ceded a trick to the de- 
fenders at the end. 
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Gunmen kill Turkish 
ambassador’s wife in 
attack in Madrid 

MADRID, June 2 (R). — Gunmen today killed the Turkish ambassador’s 
wife, brother-in-law and chauffeur in an attack on his car in central Madrid 
police sources said. The three gunmen, believed to be Armenian extremists, 
fired on the car with pistols as it stopped at an intersection but the ambas- 
sador, Zeki Kuneralp, was apparently not in the vehicle. 


Later an anonymous teleph- 
one caller told a news agency 
that the attack had been car- 
ried out by Armenian comm- 
andos seeking to avenge the 
"extermination” of Armenia- 
ns by the Turks. 

Armenian extremists have 
in the past attacked Turkish 
diplomats in other countries. 

The ambassador's car was 
attacked near the Turkish 
Embassy. 

Passersby said they saw th- 
ree youths shoot at the veh- 
icle and then fJee on foot. 

The bullets from today’s 
attack shattered the windows 
of the Turkish car which cra- 
shed into the back of anoth- 
er vehicle. 

Armenia, an area of West- 
ern Asia, is now divided bet- 
ween Turkey, the Soviet Uni- 
on and Iran. 

Last March an organisation 
called the Armenian Secret 
Army claimed responsibility 
for bomb attacks on three 
Turkish Embassy cars in Ath- 
ens. Three people were injur- 
ed in the attacks. 

On January 3, the Turkish 


Embassy in Brussels and a Tu- 
rkish-Cypriot bank in London 
were the targets of bomb at- 
tacks for which a group cal- 
led New Armenian Resistance 
claimed responsibility. No one 
was injured in the January 
blasts. 

Prior to today's attack, fo- 
ur Turkish diplomats had be- 
en killed in Europe and tbe 
Middle East in recent years. 

The Turkish ambassador to 
the Vatican was shot dead by 
a lone gunman in June. 1977, 
and the ambassadors to France 
and Austria were assassinated 
in October, 1975. ' 

A lower- ranking Turkish di- 
plomat was killed in Beirut 
in February, 1976. 

News of the attack was im- 
mediately transmitted to Pri- 
me Minister Adolfo Suarez 
who was presiding over a cab- 
inet meeting.

The paper said the 227,629- 
ton World Horizon lost its 
bulbous bow late Thursday 
off St. Helena Bay, 70 miles 
north of here. 

An anti-pollution vessel 
at the scene has reported 
that no oil Is leaking from 
the tanker. 

The ship was enroute 
from the Gulf to Europe. Its 
owners were not immediat- 
ely known.

Chad

PARIS, June 2 (R)- — The 
French Defence Ministry today 
confirmed that French troops 
went into action earlier this 
week in central Chad against 
a Libyan-backed rebel force. 

"The Chad army called on 
the support of French military’ 
units on the ground in an at- 
tack against a rebel column in 
the Ati region (of cenrral 
Chad)," the ministry said in a 
communique- 

informed sources here said 
between 200 and 300 French 
Foreign Legion men and Ja- 
guar strike planes were invol- 
ved in the fighting on Wednes- 
day and Thursday around the 
strategic city of Ati, some 300 
kms. (180 miles) north-east of 
Chad’s capita] city of N’Dja- 
mena. 

The rebel force was estimat- 
ed at several hundred men of 
the Frolinat (Chad National Li- 
beration Front) which already 
controls over two thirds of this 
arid country and is fighting to 
overthrow tbe government of 
Gen. Felix Malloum. 

There were no casualties am- 
ong French troops and the mi- 
nistry would only say that ea- 
rlier reports that some 700 re- 
bels had been killed m the fi- 
ghting were largely exaggerat- 
ed. 


Ecevit is optimistic 
embargo will be lifted 


WASHINGTON, June 2, (R). 
— Turkish Prime Minister Bul- 
ent Ecevi: said yesterday he 
believed congressmen he had 
met want the U.5. arms em- 
bargo against his country lif- 
ted. 

" 1 got the impression that 
they wanted it (the embargo) 
to be lifted," Mr. Ecevit told 
Reuter after meeting members 
of the House of Representati- 
ves International Relations 
Committee. 

Noting that he had met the 
panel about two years ago, Mr. 
Ecevit udded: "This time I co- 
uld establish a much better re- 
lationship." 

In a television interview ear- 
lier Mr. Ecevit. citing Turk- 
ey's strategic importance to 
NATO, said he was optimistic 
the embargo would be lifted 
because "it's very dangerous 
to leave vacuums in a collec- 
tive security system." 

Mr. Ecevit. interviewed by 
the American Broadcasting 
Company, said President Cart- 
er "realises the importance of 
Turkey for the alliance and for 
detente and peace.” 

In the interview, which was 
shown last night. Mr. Ecevit 
said his most important argu- 
ment to persuade Congress to 
lift the embargo was Turkey's 
strategic location. 

Mr. Ecevit, who attended 
a two-dav NATO conference 
which ended here Wednesday, 
added: "I am sure Turkey oc- 
cupies a very important place 
in NATO. It’s situated in a mo-

The Turkish leader, describ- 
ing his talks with the cong- 
ressmen, said they had discus- 
sed the Cyprus issue as well 
as U.S.-Turkish relations in the 
course of what he termed, a 
very good meeting. 

The continuing UJ5. arms 
embargo has been a major ir- 
ritant in relations between the 
United States and Turkey, Tbe 
Senate Foreign Relations Co- 
mmittee recently refused to re- 
commend lifting the ban, wh- 
ich was imposed .after Turkey 
invaded Cyprus in 1974. 

Earlier yesterday President 
Carter urged Congress to lift 
the ban as soon as possible, 
declaring that it had created 
serious problems for NATO.

Prosecutor Paolo Moschella asked the court, meeting in a 
heavily-guarded police barracks, to find the six -- Including 
brigades founder Renato Curcio - - guilty of forming an aimed 
band, kidnapping and robbery. 

He also asked' for ten year jail sentences and fines of one 
million lire ($1,150) on six other urban guerrillas in the dock 
and one on the run, Prospero Gallinari. 

Mr. Gallinari is one of the urban guerrillas sought in con- 
nection with the kidnapping on March 16 of ex-Preraier AEdo 
More who was found murdered.
